nUCE^MSPiRACY 

VanufBctarent In ColhiNlon With Job- 
bers to Kecpal'p High Prices— Mo 
4^oof Tliat They Kept Down 
Itaw Material Prices. 

Washington. Jan. IS. — Three of the 
principal tobacco manufacturing com- 
panies — the American Tobacco Com- 
pany, the P. Lorillard Company and 
the Liggett ft Myers Tobaoeo Com- 
pany — were ohargod with engaging 
In conaplraoies with numerous Job- 
bers' assoeiations jto keep up Jobbers' 
I ricea in a report transmitted Wed- 
nesday to the Senate by the Federal 
1 rade Commission. 

The three companies, the commis- 
i.'on declared, in gains; ilio r:><iilts of 
'1 'nvestigatlon onlereil under a reso- 
h:lk,n by Senator Smitli, Democrat. 
South Carolina, were formerly parts 
cf the "tobacco trust" dissolved by 
Mie Suiireme Court. The U. J. Ueyn- 
I Ids Company, the roiirt said, was not 
a parly to the alleged conspiracies 
■ind was commended for its ojiposl- 
tion. The commission proniised prose- 
cution where the evidence discloses 
there has been violations of law. 

There was no conclusive evidence, 
the commission stated, ot collusion to 
depress tho prices paid growers for 
1920 leaf crop. The comnilssion add- 
ed, however, that "it appears that a 
few large huyera had a dominant posi- 
t'on and each purchased only a cer- 
taiit percentage of the offerings." 

"Coinmon buying agencies were 
spd,' 'the report said, with reference 
° > the purchase of tobacco, and secret 
rurchases were made through Inde- 
■ endent dealers, while the ultimate 
! urchosera held off the market, or 
! ractlcally so."

mental principles, we would soon have no chtirches, no fraternal 
societies, no largo businoss concerns, and, finally, no government. 
Our great business euteiprises, so essential to gcuerul prosperity, 
which arc all splendid examples of what can be done by co-operation, 
would not last, a month if oaeh member of the organization withheld 
bis support and co-operation because all the minor matters of detail 
were not conducted according to his own ideas. No ship could sail 
the seas, no train could cross the continent, if each member of the 
crew refused to help unless his individual views of all minor matters 
i f management were first agreed to, .\s .Mr. .\danis appropriately 
remarked, no one expects indinduals to surrender their right of per- 
sonal opinion. It is not desired that any man should be silent when 
he has views upon any important issue. But, having expressed his 
views and submitted those views to a vote of his party associates, the 
individual should, if defeated, yield to the judgment of the majority, 
if the matter is one of minor importance. Of course a situation might 
arise, once in many, many years, when an issue became of such vital 
importance that no man coiUd yield his own ,iudgment to his more 
aumerous associate, but such critical situations were not in mind 
when Mr. Adams spoke of the need of sinking minor differences.

A figure of national eminence, whose counsel was as influential 
on the affairs of his eotintry as on the progress of his home state. 
Boies Penrose will be missed from the senate, Like his estimable col- 
league. Philander Chase Knox, his usefulness to the public was alfeet- 
cd by the misconception the pablic had of his ability and his pur- 
purpose. Senator Penrose was a man of capacity, possessed of tal- 
ent, and a genius for organizing, and a worker whose zeal was never 
daunted. His position in Pennsylvania laid him open to attack, in- 
vidious and generally unwarranted, and he was rcprespnted. as have 
been other greeat leaders, as the servant of th trusts, a cerature of 
corporate wealth, until a ilistorted and grotesque picture of a really 
able man and patriotic eiti/en had been built up in the poular eye. 
He felt this keenly, but declined to follow the example of Mark 
IJanna, who overcame the etVect of the Davenport "dollar-mark "■ car- 
toons by going out and showing himself to his fellow citizens as a 
regular man. Leaders of the party knew Penrose and trusted his 
judgment and the peo|)le of his own state showed a similar regard 
for him by giving him an iucrea.sed prestige at the polls when the

Washington, D. C. — The Depart- 
ment of ("ommerce through the Bureau 
r the Census, announces that provis- 
ional infant morttalily rates in 51 cit- 
ies ha.ed on estimated birtlis for 1921, 
and llio weekly telegraphic reports of 
deaths to the Bureau of the Census in- 
dicate record low rates throughout the 
country last year. 

For the group of 61 oitles the infant 
mortUlity rate Is 74 per 1,000 births 
as against a rate of 90 In 1920 for 44 
cities. The lowest infant mortatlity 
rate 47 per 1,000 births apepars for the 
cities of Portland, Oregon, St. Paul, 
and Seattle, and the highest rate in 
for Pali River. 

The greatest decrease sinco l!i20 ap- 
pears for Lowell, with a rate of 90 
for 1921 against a rate off 135 for 1920. 

No city shows a higher rate for 1921 
than for 1920, though Albany and Salt 
Lake City maintain the same rate for 
the two years, 77 and 72, r;'spectlvely.

Despite wamiufi of tlio National 
Vigilance I'oniinittei^ of the admen's 
organization to dealerB through Tlio 
Intorstate Grocer to go slow on si^n- 
ing up contract with the Point of I'ur- i 
chaee Advorlstlng Association, bo- ' 
cr.use of known mlsrepresentatlcii . i 
nalesmen, it appears that a number of 
merchants in Shawnee, Okla., signed 
and paid up and then investigated 
afterwards. The association's sales- 
men have apparently quit the St. Louis 
field which they bad combed thor- 
oughly and branched out into other 
towns to try their stunt on merchants 
there. 

A letter indicating this is the (act 

was received by Tlie Interstate Grocer 
from E. F. Profit, secretary of tlie Re- 
tail merchants association of Shawnee. 
Okla . which letter tells the sfld, sad 
story a-plenty as follows: 

"Two men representing the Point of 
Puchase Advertising Association came 
licro recently and secured contracts 
with xome of our merchants for the 
installation of flash signs rcpresent- 
iui; that they had contracte for adver- 
tising with Nattonsl advertisers which 
enabled them to pay our local mer- 
chants |1 per month tor eaeh sign in- 
staUed. 

"They also oollected $6 In advance 
as a payment on a window sign which 
they sold the merehants. They made 
a big talk about the ratina of their 
company in Dun'8 and Bradstreei's 
and boldly Invited Investigation. 

"However, they worked fast and 
now ne are unable to find the boasted 
rating in Dun's and Bradstreet s Can 
you give us any Information a.^ to this 
company. They claim to have a branch 
office In St Lonis at 222 International 
Life Building." 

The Interstatp ilrncT luas carried 
two stories on the front jiage about 
this concern, going into all details as 
to their plan and their mode of opera- 
tion. Each time this paper has tsken 
great pains to warn grocers not to be 
taken in by misrepresentations sales- 
men tor the Point of Purchase Adver- 
tising Association have been known to 
make. Thia warning was based on an 
unfovorable report Issued by the Na> 
tlonal 'Vigilance Comlmttee of the As> 
sociated Advertising Clubs of the 
World. 

Again, The Interstate Grocer warns 
Its readers, wherever these salesmen 
show up with their little Rong and 
dance, to give them a wide berth. Re- 
member that the dealer tlai'e- not sign 
any contract with any national adver- 
ticer. lie signa " contract .villi the 
Point of Purchase Advertisim; .\s.<oci- 
atlon and in that contract the dealer 
expresses a preference for certain 
signs, which in most cases are not cov- 
ered by service contracts betoween the 
Association and the national advertis- 
ers, according to the National Vigi- 
lance Conunlttee. 

The Bcbeme Is an old one and a 
grocer who has been long In the busl- 
ness will recognise it at once, but the 
younger grocers will be roped In un- 
less they are extremely careful. The 
safest plan is to hold off the sslesinen 
and tell him you will first verify for 
yourself whether or not his associa- 
tion ha.f service contracts with the 
National Advertiser, so the signs for 
which you express preference can be 
forthcoming. 

A suggestion has been made by K. J. j 
Brennan of Better Business Bureau ! 
of St. Louis that jobbers "wise up" i 
their salesmen on this scheme and In- | 
struct the salesmen to advise intelll- | 
gently with the dealers. In this way. | 
many a dealer will be educated to In- 
vestigate tirat and inveEt afterwards.
